A sparse population retards grow th, 
leads to invidious classes, th e m assing of large 
lauded properties in single hands, discourages 
individual effort, does not ofl’e r th e advantages 
an d inducem ents of com ietitlon, rem oves th a t 
friction of contending interests so essential to 
activity an d progress. People build for th em ­ 
selves b etter home**, surround them selves w ith 
m ore civilizing inllueiices, have greater social 
advantages’and m eans of education in direct 
proportion to th e density or sp irsencss of popu­ 
lation. 
W hat have we been doing, and w here do we 
stand * 
in 1850 we w ere the tw enty-ninth State iu or­

From 1870 to 1880 we increased 51.3 p er cent., 
w hile D akota increased S53.2: Kansas. 178.3 per 
cent.; N ebraska, ‘<67.$ per cent.; W ashington 
T erritory, 213.5 p ercen t.; Oregon. 92.3 j»»r cent.

LACK 
OF 
UK LIADLE 
INFORMATION AS TO RE­ 
SOURCES. 
A nd this leads me to state th e second great 
cause for our slow grow th, w hich is a lack of cor­ 
rect and reliable Inform ation os to o u r resources. 
C alifornia, unlike any o th er State i:i the 
Uuion, em braces alm ost every know n clim ate ; 
possesses w idely diversified aud d i-tiu ct dis­ 
tricts peculiar to thcm selvt.s, and adapted to 
d istinct an d peculiar u*-es. One going into Da­ 
kota. K ansas, N ebraska, Iowa, or indeed alm ost 
ati> State east of th e Rocky M ountains, knows 
the w hole country w hen he know s a county. It 
is a question w ith him m ainly o f price o f land, 
nearness 4o transportation, schools, churches, 
and the lik e ; not so here. He kuow s nothing 
o f T eham a county by learn in g all about Ix>s 
A ngeles county ; he m ay kno w all about M arin 
county and be totally ignorant o f Sau Joaquin 
county, and he m ay know all these an d know 
nothing of the m any c h arm in g an d lovely places 
to be found iu Plum as. Lassen and o th er m oun­ 
tain count ies. W hat we w ant is a B ureau of I n ­ 
form ation, supported and liberally endow ed by 
the State, to w hich any o n e can go an d learn all 
th a t is to be know n about all parts o f the Fta’e. 
How can we hope th a t E astern people will 
know w here to g » w hen we, ourselves, a r i ig­ 
norant o f |iarts ot th e State rem ote from w here 
wc live? 
I.AEGE LAND HOLDINGS. 
T hird—I place am ong tiie causes of slow 
grow th th e fact ot our large individual laud 
holdings, and an indisposition to subdivide and 
sell. This evil, I th in k , i3 fas*, correcting itself. 
Large fat m s are no longer relatively profitable ; 
the price of w heat and the falling off in yield 
are fbrcdng a change ; a generation hence will 
w itness the breaking up of the great ran ch es; 
th e statu te of descents and th e Probate Conrts 
w ill settle this d fliculty, an d m eanw hile we can 
find abundant room elsew here for a health y in­ 
crease. 
IRRIGATED AGRICULTURE NEEDED. 
F ou ith —We arc pcrm ittiug io pass by us into 
the *ea one of th e great sources o f w ealth to the 
btate. All onr great valleys are susceptible of 
irrigated agriculture. 
In 1£S2 your P resident. II. M. LaltUC, e x ­ 
pressed it as a« his solem n opinion th at, w hile 
diversified agriculture is highly desirable and 
in m o-t countries is indispensable to su ccessful 
in n in g , he felt bound to say th a t greatly diver- 
sR ed agriculture is not possible or practicable 
in this State: th at th e only practical diversity to 
fanning in th e great w heat-grow ing areas of the 
San Joaquin an l Sacram ento vaileys, except 
w hen irrigation is resorted to, relates to grow­ 
ing stock. 
Now th a t we are confronte»! w ith 
the fact th at w heat can no longer be grown a t a 
proflt, and th at stock-grow ing alone could in t 
l»e m ade profitable on these high-prfeed lands, . 
this opinion leads to very seric*u.> reflections. » 
My opinion is th a t Mr. L aR oe has g re a tly 1 
un«lerstated the fact; th a t certainly in most of i 
th e baeram ento valley ’and» inilts of m any ? 
k inds m ay be grow n w ithout Irrigation, an d '

URESRST J*OPUL AT ION— IMMIGRATION. 
As bearing upon this question ot increasing 
our population, I desire to call attention to some 
published view s o f th is sam e gentlem an, w hose 
article iu full I append to my rem arks. He takes 
o u r census oi 1880 of the w hole population, an«l 
also th e school census for the sanie year, from 
w hich he finds a population of 1 3 to ta c h school 
ch ild in th e ¿ ate. We have had n<» general 
census since th at tim e, but we have had u school 
ceuiiiis us late as 1886, an d by applying this av er­ 
age of 4.3 persous to each school enild, he m akes 
a present population o f 1,117,982 in th e State. 
He next applies th is rule to the various coun­ 
ties. f.u«l gives th e population in each county in 
1880 and 1SS6, w ith the gain an d loss iu each, 
w ith the percentage of loss and gain. In thirty- 
five counties there h as been a gain in th e past 
8ix years, and in seventeen counties there has 
been a loss, fcan B ernardino county h as gained 
12S per cent : Los Angeles, 116 per c e n t; Son 
Diego.

Ban 
Joaquin, or any o th e r? Find m e a distinctively 
fruit «INirict in" th e State th a t is not prosperous, 
is it V acaville, R iverside, Fresno. N apa \ alley. 
San JO 'C .or any o th er? 
Arc n o t w heat lands 
for w heat-grow ing declining in v a lu e ? Are not 
fruit land* for fruit grow ing advancing ill value 
u n d ra p td ly ? 
Are n o t w heal lands gradually 
becom ing im poverished and tic ld in g less every 
year? On the contrary. Do not fruit lands be­ 
cam e m ore productive as trees and vines a tta in 
age ? 
SOME COMPARISONS. 
I invite you to the irrigated lands of R iver­ 
side, w here wc find one tyi*o of the fruit indus­ 
try. Consider w hat is being th ere «lone w ith 
6,GOO acres of land ; the num erous fam ilies they 
are supporting—to a degree of luxury : w itness 
th e civilizing influences everyw here a p p a re n t: 
behold a veritable pillar oi th e State. Now. 
carve out 6,000 of th e best acres of the great 
w heat ranch of the late Dr. G lenn, in Colusa 
county, beiug grown to w heat by the Probate 
Court. Not a solitary fam ily living there : troops 
o f nom ads come a n d plow und sow, and move 
on w ith th eir blanket» ; the w ild geese revel iu 
th e ir stea«l for some m oi.ths : th en return the 
nom ads w ith th eir blankets to head aud thrash 
the unprofitable crop, only to pass on again in 
th e ir dreary tram p for work, leaving these rich 
golden acres to be fallow one year in the sun, 
uninhabited and solitary, w hile th e ja n d gathers 
strength enough for another abortive effort 
Now let us consider R iverside w iih h er 15,000 
acres of irrigated land, as she will soon h a v e ; 
enlarge the picture, an d w h at do we see ? A 
com m unity w ith a population greater th an ail 
Colusa county, presenting all th e varied in«Ius 
trie» of a happy am i prosperous people. Turn 
again to th s noble G lenn ranch (and I select it 
because it is a noble ranch in all th a t nature 
can bestow), carve out 15,960 acres of its choicest 
w h eat laud and you have t he sam e resu t as be­ 
fore, only exaggerated an d m ore uninviting. 
Let us nex t M e e t for com parison an u u irri­ 
gated district, and I will take Yaca valley. 
H ere we find a present fruit area not differiug 
m uch from R iverside iu extent bu t capable of 
greater expansion. 
A lready th is com m unity 
has m ade itself know n an d appreciated as 
w idely as the pr«>ducts of ou r ow n State are 
know n. An intelligent, prosperous aud happy 
people, proud of th eir advancem ent and ►elf- 
relian t in th eir resources, they are an honor to 
our state au d a credit to our civilization. H ere 
is a fine type of the iru it districts ot California, 
and a fair illustration o! w hat should be found 
ail through our valleys. 
Com pare it w ith a like area in the finest dis­ 
tinctively w heat region of th e S tare; com pare 
it w ith itself before ihey discovered the road to 
successful farm ing. Bring th e Assessor's books 
iuto Court, a n d let us Fee the relative burdens 
of w heat and fruit. 
From every view -pofnt we 
are com pelled to tu rn aw ay from th e cereals to 
find the highest result? attain ab le from onr soil 
aud rlim ote. 'Jo persist in w heat grow ing is to 
w ash the non-paying top d irt and leave th e rich 
bed-iock for other generations. 
I w ould invite you, Mr. President, to the fruit 
belt along Deer creek, in T eham a 
coun y. 
From 1,300 acres of land yielding not more 
th a n one-fifth of an average crop, they have sold 
o ver $50,000 w orth o f green aud dried fruit this 
year.

TENDENCY TO F I/K 'K TO THE Í1TIES. 
There is a thought in th is connection w hich I 
w ish to e m p h asize: It is th e tendency of the 
youth of the rural districts to flock to the towns 
and cities as soon as the parental restraint is 
taken ofl'. 
In th is State especially, and every­ 
w here to an alarm ing degree, th e desire 
to get 
aw ay from th e country au d engage in th e m ore 
lucrative an d attractiv e em ploym ents offered in 
th e cities. 
In laso one-fourth of th e entire pop­ 
ulation o f the United Stutes resided in cities of 
over 8.000 inhabitants. 
I th in k not Itss th an 
one-third reaide in tow ns and cities. This vast 
m u ltitu d e of over 20,000,000 people draw th eir 
sustenance, os do the rem aining m illions, pri­ 
m arily from th e soil, b u t these tw enty m illion 
people in the tow ns and cities are in no sense 
producers of the prim e necessities o f life. 
I «io 
not wish to peruse th is thought fu rth er th an to 
say th a t farm ing, as an occupation, should not 
be m ade so «listaste fill th at o u r children will flee 
from it at the first opportunity. Dr. Johnson, a 
century ago, said that, In all Great B ritain. Lon­ 
don was tn e only place w here a civilized m an 
could live. W hen he returned from the H ebri­ 
des. about th e only lim e he ventured into the 
rural districts, he was m ore strongly o f his opin­ 
ion th an ever. 
! th in k if he were to travel to­ 
day am ong the average ranchers ot ihiH¿t»rt*\ 
in som e counties I could nam e, h e would *\»a»- 
tion seriously whL*th«.*r any advancem ent had 
been m ade in a hundred years. 
I th in k a m an healthy in bodv and mi»»4, can 
find m ore in a diversified farm life, intelligently 
pursued, th an in any o th er occupation. Its 
sense of freedom and independence n p p e alsc i-. 
rectly to the natu ral inan, but w hen you narrow* 
his life dow n to turning a furrow , planting am i 
harvesting w heat, or any o th er one thing. I »r 
th a t m atter, and he sees nothing b u t hard u n re­ 
m itting toil, w ith no m ental «levelopment, w ith 
nothing to arouse iu him the love o f hom e and 
place, he is bound to work u nder protest and his 
boys an d girls will fly to the cities as inevitably 
as they w ould fly from fam ine or dbease, aud 
w ho can blam e them .

j. A. Stanton lias scenes in the streets and 
vicinity of Monterey, very lifelike and true to 
nature. 
Norton Rush's “Chimborazo” continues to at­ 
tract deserved attention. It is among the best,

of this artist’s efforts, ilis views 
of Hitter » Fort are very fine, and ought not to 
be taken out of Sacramento. 
They should be 
owned here tor historical as well a» artistic 
rea.sons. 
W. F. Jackson’s large picture of Shoshone 
Falls Ls the object of much admiration by con­ 
stant groups of spectators. 
The picture, as the 
second largest (excepting Charles Nahl’s) in the 
exposition, grow- upon the beholder, and de­ 
velop» new merit the more it is examined. To 
Chose who hold it to be over colored, it is re­ 
plied by those who have seen the falls: “Go 
there* and see for yourself how vivid are the 
colors of the waters, the rocks and the sky.” 
A .strikingly strong and vigorous m arine view 
by Denny w shown (:¿I), “ A Stormy Day on the 
Beach.” ' It isa forcible picture, of decided high 
merit, bold aud notable lor vitality. 
Mrs. E. L. Brackett, San Francisco, has several 
fine fiower pieces, <>f much more than usual 
charactei seen in this style of work. Uiey are 
exceedingly good. 
Miss Nellie B. Patch has .several exquisite iit- 
tle flower panels, tine in finish aiul testifying to 
taste in arrangement. The young lady has ca­ 
pacity. 
•‘Our Paul,* Mr. Bush’s assistant iu the art 
gallery, has a num berof oil aud pencil sketches 
that testily to native ability and a degree of 
skill promising still better results. The artist is 
a genuine American, being native to the soil 
through gt neratious uncounted of Indian tribes 
of the continent. Only rarely does one of the 
aboriginal race of America develop as an artist, 
as has the gentleman familiarly known as “Our 
Paul.” 
C. J. Carlson' ' “ Portrait” of his mother is the 
cause of a great deal of criticism, compliment­ 
ary aud analytical. It is unquestionably one of 
the best effects in port rat ure ever shown iu tlii* 
city. 
F. L Heath’s “ Marine” (No. 11). attracts much 
attention aud is ft picture of very broad merit.

1 Miss Amanda Aus’in’s flue collection of 
crayon and oil work forras a very important 
ami striking feature of the Art Gallery. It pre­ 
sents the artist us one of versatility, broad 
natural ability and correct schooling. 
L. Rocthe, ta n Francisco, has a large collec­ 
tion of paintings in oil, pastel, water colors and 
some pencil drawings. They all have merit, 
and his portrait of Heath, the artist, occupying 
a place in the center of the gallery, is a work of 
decided excellence. 
Joseph Grackbon.San Francisco, has a picture, 
iu crayon, of the pointer *• Mollie Ash. ’ 
It i­ 
an excellent animal piece, strong and full of 
life. 
The castle of dry goods, by Weinstock ct 
Lubin, continues to be a great center of curi­ 
osity in the Pavilion. It is visited by hundreds 
of persons by day ami thousands by night. In 
the “ Star Chamber" has just been placed a 
frame inclosing all the medals awarded the 
firm at fa*rs.

THE EOISOM FIRE. 


s ta te m e n t In C o u rt of H en ry W eb b er 
C on cern in g It. 
In Judge Van Fleet's Court yesterday morn­ 
ing Henry Webber, against whom an informa­ 
tion had been iilcd accusing him of arson, in 
starting the fire which caused such great de­ 
struction ol property in Folsom recently, was 
arraigned acd entered a plea of guiltv. The 
testimony of Deputy Sheri IT MeComber was 
taken as to the time the fire broke out. and the 
Court decided that the crime was arson of the 
second degree. The defendant was then asked 
if he had anything to say. and responded asfol- 
lows: 
My father induced me to set the fire. 
He said that if I would burn the place he would 
give me u |»ortion of the insurance money. Now 
he keeps out of my way and has gone back on 
me. I would not have thought of burning the 
place if my lather had not suggested it. 
I 
understood that the building was Insured for 
81.500 and the stock for S325. 
My father and 1 
usually sneak German when talking to each 
other, and we spoke in that language when he 
made the proposition to me. 
I set the tire 
among r>oxes of papers in the back room. When 
Í started the tire my father left the house and 
went to Klmnp’s saloon, 
i hid a native of Cali­ 
fornia and £5 years of age. 
On the day the lire 
v> iib set hud several glasses of beer. 
My father 
treated me to two glasses after lie had made the 
proposition about burning 
the place. 
My 
m other is dead. 
I am subject to epileptic tits, 
and had one last night. 
1 don’t think they af­ 
fect my mind, hut tnev leave me weak.” 
' 
Making inquiry. Judge Villi Fleet ascertained 
th at the fact of the defendant's asserting that 
his fatlur had incited him to com mil the crime 
had been known to the officers for two or three 
weeks, out no steps had been taken for the 
father's arrest. He thought this was an error, 
us. if the young m an’s statem ent was correct 
the 
was really the 
guiltv 
part \\ 
und the son, his mind being acted’ upon ¿o 
thoroughly by one naturally having great influ­ 
ence over him, could be considered merely as a 
tool. Jle suggested that an arrest be made and 
the m atter thoroughly investigated. In order 
that the cuse m ight be fully understood before 
final action regarding the present defendant, he 
postponed pronouncing sentence until next 
Friday. 
Yesterday afternoon Constable Harvcv ar­ 
rested Charles Webber, father of Henfv, he 
being in the city, and Justice Cost fixed his bail, 
on a cnurge of arson, at $2,000. It was given 
shortly anenvards. The case will come before 
the Justice for exam ination on thc21ih instant. 
Mr. Webber has been a resident of Folsom for 
alxmt foe i years, having formerly lived in Deer 
valley, El Dorado county. As a citizen of that 
place 
there 
has 
been 
nothing 
brought, 
against him. 
While residing in Deer val­ 
ley he was at one time tried for murder, 
hut was acquitted. Deputy Sheriff MeComber. 
who arrested young Webber and worked up the 
ease against him. states that he did not arrest 
Webber senior because oí there being such a di­ 
vision of sentiment in Folsom upon the subject. 
W hile some of the citizens were inclined to be­ 
lieve almost anything had ubout Webber, an 
equally k.ree num ber declared their belief that 
the sou was an imbecile, and they would not 
consider his statements good evidence. It was 
finally determined to let the m atter rest until 
the young m an's case name up in the Superior 
Court, and act upon the developments made, it 
being considered tolerably certuin that the 
father would not attem pt to get away. The 
statement made by Henry Webber in Court yes­ 
terday. as to the am ount of insurance, appears 
to have been correct. The insurance companies, 
however, have declined, under the cireum- 
stauces. to pay the loss. Mr. Webber’s business 
was that of a dealer iu harness, >edd.ery. etc. 
In speaking of the m atter last evening he as­ 
serted most positively that there was not a par­ 
ticle of truth in the charge made by his son 
against him. He says the young man is weak- 
minded, and that all win» have had much ac­ 
quaintance with him are aware of the fact. He 
can only account for the statem ent made iu 
court upon the theory that the youth was 
worked upon to do as lie did by suggestions of a 
lighter sentence if he adopted that policy. Pro­ 
ducing a gold watch, the cases badly incited, 
from his imckct, Mr. Webber asked, “ Do you 
suppose, 
I had caused the lire, and had’ re­ 
moved my valuables, that J would have left 
this w at a behind?" 
He declared that he only 
asked a suspension of judgm ent on the part o’f 
the pub!.* and felt confident of his ability to 
show that there was no motive for his desiring 
the property burned, and that the charges 
against him are unfounded. 


Lively R unaw ays.

RESOLUTIONS. 
In addition to the synopsis of principle* pul»- 
lished in the Record-Union yesterday the fol­ 
lowing resolutions were adopted: 
We favor an amendment of the Constitution, 
providing for the election of United States Sen­ 
ators by a direct vote oí the people. 
We favor the free coinage of gold and silver, 
the abolition of national banks, the issuance 
by the Government of its own money, which 
shall be legal tender for all debts. That the 
bonds <>f the Government be paid as fast as un­ 
der the law may be possible, and that the Gov­ 
ernment issue ño more bonds. 
We recognize the vast importance of a system 
of irrigation for the State of California, and that 
the ownership of water shall be inalienably 
vested in the State, and shall be adm inistered 
and distributed by the State—dividing the State 
into districts by natural water sheds or catch­ 
ments, the expense lobe borne by the districts 
irrigated. 
We are in favor of astringent law to punish 
ad u’• to rations of food, drinks and medicines, 
ami the use of short weights and, measures. 
We are opposed to the * Heath am endm ent,” 
which will appear on oar ballots us "A gainst 
Constitutional Amendment No. 1.” 
We are opposed to any increase of our stand­ 
ing army in time of peace. 
We denounce any movement looking toward 
any increase of appropriation of State money 
for*maintaining a State militia. 
We favor the abrogation of the Burlingame 
treaty and the exclusion of Chinese by all law­ 
ful means. 
In furtherance of these ends, we ask the co­ 
operation of all fair-minded people. We wage 
no war against classes, but only against vicious 
institutions. We are not content to endure fur­ 
ther disciplineof our present rulers, who. having 
dominion over money, over transportation, over 
the press and the machinery of the Govern­ 
ment, wield unwarranted power over our free 
institutions, and our lives, liberty and property. 
transportation question being or tn< 
greatest importance to the farmers and m anu­ 
facturers. and especially in our low priced sta 
pic. wheat, we are in favor of the Kads Ship 
Railway. 
Hcnolrol, That the fees, salaries and emolu­ 
ments of county officers should be reduced 
com men su rate lv* with the salaries paid for like 
services in private business. 
AvWmf, That woman shall be placed on an 
equality with man in clerical employment iu 
official positions.

R ep u b lican T e e to ta le rs. 
Chicago, September 16th.—The fii>t National 
Convention of Anti-Saloon Republicans began 
its session in this city this forenoon. When the 
Convention was called to order there were 1*7 
delegates present. The Convention was called 
to order by Albert Griffin, of Kansas. Senator 
Henry W. Blair, of New Hampshire, was chosen 
temporary Chairman, and ou taking the plat­ 
form he said ; 
‘ Gentlemen of the Contention: I feel highly 
honored in being asked to preside ovqr this 
Convention, which, I firmly believe, will live in 
the annals of all time. 
We are here for the 
destruction of the rum traffic throughout this 
country and throughout the world. ’ I think I 
can speak the sentiments of the Convention 
when I eav that, as between free rum and low 
license, we are iu favor of low license. I Cheers.] 
That us between high license and prohibition, 
we are in levor of prohibition. 
[More cheer­ 
ing.] We have met as Republicans. We are in 
that party and cannot be driven out; and I am 
•>ne of these who believe that it is only through 
the Republican party that the suppression of 
the liquor traffic can he secured.” 
Ex-Senator Windom, of Minnesota, was elected 
perm anent Chairman. He said: 
" Gentlemen of the Conference * 1 highly appreci­ 
ate the great honor you have conferred upon 
me. There are possibly other gentlemen pres­ 
ent who cou’.d state better than L ean the precise 
purposes of this Convention. We are under t he 
call of the true and loyal Republicans, desiring 
through that party to accomplish what we be­ 
lieve to be. of great good for the American peo­ 
ple. For myself, 1 never had the slightest 
thought oí attempting to organize a new politi 
cal party. I think that such a thought does 
not enter the minds of any other delegate here 
present. The party that freed the slave, that 
dignified human labor, that suppressed the 
great Rebellion, that defended its honor in 
peace, and advanced to the front ranks: of the 
nations of the earth, is good enough for me.” 
<m the conclusion of Windom’s address the 
( oil volition adjourned to 2 o’clock.

When the Convention reassembled the Com­ 
mittee ou Resolt tions was not prepared to 
report, and did not arpear before the Conven­ 
tion until 5 o’clock. In the mean time short 
speeches were made by a number of delegates 
on the general temperance issue in the several 
states of the Union. The report of the Commit­ 
tee was as follows : 
The Anti-Saloon Republicans, hv their repre­ 
sentatives iu national conference assembled, 
decluies as follows: 
F irs t-That the liquor traffic, as it exists to­ 
day in the United States, is the enemy of 
society, a frightful source of corruption in poli­ 
tics, the ally of anarchy, the school of crime, 
and with its avowed purpose of seeking to cor­ 
ruptly control elections and legislation, is a 
menace to the public welfare and deserves the 
condemnation of all good men. 
Second—Tlmt we declare war against the 
saloon, and hold it to be the supreme dutv of 
the Government to adopt such measures that 
shall restrict it and control its influences, and 
at the earnest j»ossible moment extinguish it 
altogether. 
Third—We believe the Nati Am! Government 
should absolutely prohibit the manufacture und 
sale of intoxicating liquors in the District of 
Columbia, and in all territories of the United 
States. 
Fourth—We believe the best practical method 
Of dealing with the liquor traffic in the several 
States is to let tlie people decide whether it 
shall be prohibited, by the submission of consti­ 
tutional amendments; and, until such am end­ 
ments are adopted, by the passage of local 
option laws. 
‘Fifth—Inasmuch 
as 
the 
saloon business 
creates the special burden of taxation upon the 
people for the support of Courts, jails and alm s­ 
houses, therefore u large annual tax should be 
levied upon saloons so long as they continue to 
exist, and they should be made responsible for 
all public and private injury resulting from their 
traffic. 
Sixth—That the Republican party, wherever 
and whenever in power, will faithfully enforce 
whatsoever ordinances, statutes o r’ooustitu- 
tionai amendments may be enacted for the re­ 
striction or suppression of the liquor traffic. 
Seventh—That we approve the a d ¡oil of Con­ 
gress, and of those States that have done so, in 
providing for teaching the physiological effects 
oi' intoxicants in school, and we earnestly 
recommend to every State Legislature the enact­ 
ment of such laws as shall provide for the thor­ 
ough teaching of such effects to our children. 
Eighth—We demand that the Republican 
party, to which we belong, and w hose welfare 
we cherish, shall take a firm aud decided stand 
as the friend of home nnd the enemy of the sa­ 
loons, in favor of this policy and these meas­ 
ures. 
We pledge ourselves to do our utmost to 
cause the party to take such a stand, and we 
call upon ail tempere nee men nnd all friends of 
hum anity, of whatever party or imme.*tojoiu 
with us in securing these objects and in the sup­ 
port of the Republican party, so far as it shall 
adopt them. 
The resolutions were adopted as a whole, with 
only three dissenting votes. During the inter­ 
val between the reassembling of the Conven­ 
tion and the reception of the report of the com­ 
mittee, lliram i’rice, of Iowa, spoke of prohi­ 
bition us the ultim ate result oí the present agi­ 
tation.

HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning ou tbe fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and cighty-üve, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following am endm ent of 
Sections One, Eight. Ten and Lleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California; 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under fhe laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
>rd property, as used iu tlii:» article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other m atters and things, real, personal end 
mixed, capable of private ownership; prwvied, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United State*, this State, or nuv county or 
municipal corporation w ithin this State, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vinos and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed a? a part of the realty: and, 
provided JinVur, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided* in Section Tt-u of this article: and, 
provided fnttter, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation oi snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this State, or may tax such ships aud vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, m lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Leghlature may also provide, 
except iu case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents of this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop»- 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Sectiou Ten of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o'clock m eridian ou the 
first Houday iu March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except tail road prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town* town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, i:« the 
m aimer provided by law. Every corporation 
aud person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annua! tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ithin this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upou the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu oí 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations aud their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such pro¡>- 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day of December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
aud declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules aud regulations 
may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pu_>s laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State aud partly without this State, the gross an ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by tak in g : 


First- The gross earnings which, during tbe 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 


Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
san e year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly wltnout this State, which shall 
be ascertained 'by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Stares or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the num ber of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
us*.din m aking such earnings, bears to - he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which sucli earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earning* thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all p u r g e s of assess­ 
m ent and taxation.

I hi Almighty nowhere on this continent, 
and i hardly think elsewhere on the globe, has 
rtrewn Hi- gifts with more lavi.-h hand than 
under the bright skies of California; the vory 
exuberance of llis bounty seems to imply the 
presence of u people correspondingly near to 
P-.Tícction. llere should dwell a noble race. 
Man should here find his highest development; 
and why may he not .* 


TRANSPORTATION QUESTION. 
\ word nnon the transportation question 
It 
is plain that there is a ;> int of distance from 
lines of trails xirtation where one product can he 
profitably gow n . l»m another may not; 1> t 
there comes a i*»int where nothing can be. It 
is abo plain that on lines of' transportation there 
is a rate of freights which leaves a profit, an­ 
other rate which barely allows the industry 
to 
exist. 
an»l 
another 
that destroys 
it. 
Hence comes the importance lo our welfare 
that trans ortaüon linos shtmld be managed 
with 
compiehensivc intelligence and with 
fm! knowledge of every factor entering into 
profitable farming. 
The adjustm.nt of rates 
.-hould iu t be upcei any nice i i’.eulntion «s to 
lu»w much the traffic will bear, because liiat 
rul' Ivave.s lio inarein for short t r.ijm, low prices 
or Imsinei-s tlncLuatmus; it ignores the vital 
priinti > e in railroad building that its succ-ss 
must derend upon the successor patrons, and 
tioit rniir.v.nl enterprises are for all time and 
always discount the future prosperity of the 
regiou traversed. The relation between carrier 
:tud producer is -o close and so inseparable that 
a war bctweeu the two always reminds me of an 
old Latin phrase entitled. ** l enter»! membra." 
The stoniueh fell out with the limbs one day 
on the ( .intention as to their inde|»ciidence and 
as to which was of the greater value to the body. 
Each refused to nerfonn its offices : the body 
shrunk away and died, carrying with it in one 
heap of molaering dust stomach, limbs and all. 
Railroad operators must t>e accorded ordinary 
business sense and sagacity ; they want divi­ 
dend.-, but they don’t want to kill the goose 
that is laying the golden egg. Generally, not 
always, they ure amenable to reaion and argu­ 
ment'. and can be made to see that their 
interest 
is a 
common one with the pro­ 
ducer. 
Ten 
rears 
ago 
I 
joined certain 
parties in the establishment of a large lumber 
enterprise in the upper Sacnnento valley. The 
freight rates ou lumber excluded certaili of our 
classes from com]*etition with Oregon lumber in 
the lower country markets, our high grades 
could stand the tarilT. We asked a reduction on 
itlL«las8e8 and grades, in car lots, to meet our new 
trade. It was grouted, on a fair showing of the 
necessity, and the rates have never since re­ 
quired further reduction Others have been less 
fortunate, 1 am told, but probably we do not 
kuow all Uis facts. Unfortunately for the inter­ 
ests of all shippers, there has t>een more of a 
disposition t«> make war upon the transportation 
companies than to meet by fair and persistent 
argument the matters at issue. The transporta­ 
tion c in panics have beeu used by political par­ 
ties to lurther i*olitieul ends, and of course, 
when thrown int > the arena, they had to fight 
their wav out. and meanwhile the people most 
interested were the sufferers. It was an impor­ 
tant event to the people of this coast when the 
transportation companies were permitted t » go 
flut of politics. The concern of this Society is 
not with these companies further than as they 
are factors iu the problem of our prosperity. As 
such we may inquire what has been done in the 
way of reduction of freights especially, and also 
of fares. It is my purpose to call attention only 
to such concessions as have bten made and 
rales established iu the interest of ratrons of 
this Society. I cannot go far into the qn&tion 
of further needs, but I think it should be tlie 
interest aud concern of this Society to do so. 
Under the Cone Commission there was n re­ 
duction from pre-existing rates to tidewater 
from 25 to 33 per cent, for the carriage of wheat, 
corn, oats, barley, flour, mill stuffs, cott. e, sheep, 
hogs and wooL 
This was a substantial benefit 
of great importance to the farmer and atock- 
crower. The completion of the Southern Pacific 
Tine made it possible to move grain to the grain 
markets of Europe via New Orleans or Galves­ 
ton. and although this has not been done, we 
have had reduced rates by sea since this became 
possible. This reduction by sea amounted to 
iiT per cent., more than one-third less than pre­ 
vious rates. It is easy to see that on a shipment 
o f400,UQO or 5*JO.Q0U tousthesaviug is imimrtant. 
A sayng ol one-fourth Pi tide-water and of one- 
thira thence lo Liverpool is not to be overlooked 
iu considering whether the transportation com­ 
panies are meeting the people iu their efforts to 
develop the resources of the country and make 
homes. 
On fruits moving to San FrancL«eo there has 
also been a substantial reduction, aiul on fares 
both ways, and on inland freights, under the 
present Commission. No doubt much may be 
done by careful comparison of rates with needs 
of business and this we 
shall hope will 
come akiug iu due time. 
There are per­ 
sons 
who 
will 
never 
l»e 
content 
until 
they are assured 
that 
the 
transportation 
companies have been “cinched.” and such per­ 
sons will never be satisfied with reasonable re 
duct ion*, but np one caR deny, who is at all fa­ 
miliar with the subjecf, that many causes of 
complaint have been removed; that as a rule 
the companies are fairly meeting the want® of 
tlie producers, and that already large sums are 


F a re d annually to the people by couccssfcous 
now iu force. 
EASTERN rr.U IT SHIPMENTS. 
Notably I may mention the efforts of the com­ 
panies to* meet tüe demands of the Eastern fruit 
shippers for low rat.-s. Mr. Estee had the cour­ 
age lust year to call attention to this gratifying 
fact. und bubmit'cd to you a comparative table 
(of rates on car lots for the thirteen year.-* preced­ 
ing 1835, aud includirqp*ix months of that year, 
and abo showed the amount of shipments. 1 
nm able now to complete his table for 1885, and 
show seven months’ results for iswi. 
in 1871 there were less that 2,000,000 pounds of 
green fruit shipped; in 1SS5 there were over 45,- j 
250,001 pounds. O f canned fruits we shipped in I 
1872 182,000 pound?, an.I in !.*S5 nearly »,OOü.OC6 ’ 
pounds. Of dried fruits we shipped in 187'» not ¡ 
quite 5 
' 
pounds, and in is*:» over ñ,75'«.fr.)0 j 
pounds. Of raisins we shipped in 1874 only 220 
¡X) in id 9, and in 1885 over 6,300, 00 pounds. The j 
rate of increase shown for wines and brandies j 
was very great. 
But to my mind tlio mast astoni^hing though i 
not the most important fact brought out by Mr. 
E-tee was this, that vegetables con Id la; exported 
with profit. In lvS74 we shipped 201,310 pounds; 
in Jgfeowe shipped 12,31)3,2 o pounds. 
The table ol ratos shows i gradual reduction 
of over ]o> per cent, in many cases, and nearly 
that iu all. 
To reduce the comparison to carloads of green 
fruit, cauoed fruit, dried fruit, ra sins and vege­ 
tables, wo find that the early shipments referred 
to «mounted to 141 carloads, while in 188-"*, thov 
reached the cnorznoua gain of 5.074 carloads, or 
3f* to 1. The gain in wine and brandy was lroni 
117 carloads tí» 1,640 carloads, or 11 to 1. We 
rhipped in 1885 of nuts 1,762,260 pounds, of 
which Mr. Eslec made no mention. In this con­ 
n • 'lion 1 mention thst in lsk"> we shipped East 
4* 1 carloads of barley. I a seven months of the 
present year we have shipped of barley (s5 car­ 
loads, and for the first time, I believe, wheat 
shipments for the Fast apnear. My tabic shows 
PI carloads in seven months. The full table fur- 
nUbed me by lae General Freight Agent of the 
Southern Facifie Co. 1 appcn«l to my remarks. 
The shipaients for seven months of 1886 show a 
gratify ing increase. 
J.oW RATES ON J FRUIT. AND QUICK Ti>iL. 
What we particularly wanted, however, was 
lower rates on green fruit by passenger time. 
Starting with rates of Si, *200 per carload, and even 
after a reduction to Stiou and SSfrJ, onlj^ choice 
fruits in small quantities could be sent. We 
wanted to rcucli the masses of the people at 
prices remunerative to growers and not prohib­ 
itory to consumers. Tins matter was taken iu 
hand by iiiU-lligent aud enterprising growers, 
and a rate was made, promptly and in the best 
i pint, of 8 *> * per car, iu trains of ti!t<cn cars. 
1 have sought >::ch Inform .ti <n as to Ihe result 
of this rate as 1 cou’.d obtain, and now lay it be­ 
fore you: 
. . . 
The California Fruit Union, through iin fccere- 
tr.ry, II. A Fairbank. reports to me a shipment 
to August I'»*tli of 302 car-, and h*? rlatc-s that 
further shipments will greatly exceed this num­ 
ber this year. 
W. it. Strong A- Co., of F-mra-ncnto. reports 
shipments bv the lmiepeuiient Fruit A.-sociu- 
tion of 27:.* cars, and that they will probably 
ship 155 cars more. 
Mr. Fairbauk .- vs it is safe to ?:ay 1.500 cars 
will go fnrvvniii. a- agaius 1.122 last 
year.

East of the Missouri ri ver we havuun 
cause to complain » »i ihe sp?ed made, as they 
take our special trains lhr< ugh ahead » t passen­ 
ger trains. ' But the rmlroad people fail to ap­ 
preciate s.cemingiy at this end <>i the route tliv 
im]H>rtance which a difference of a fow hours 
makes in the returns to th-- truit-growcr. The 
Eastern people reulizc this thoroughly, us ¡s cvi- 
«lcneed by their fast * tea tr a in w h ic h rua 
ahead i f the pisscngor trains ail Unrongh the 
Ktsiern Siativ. In iact. so groat a diiterenCe 
does the forty-eight hours make iu the,salable 
value of the fruit in Eastern markets, that in any 
of our members prefer 11 ; ay f.iix) per car. which 
will g»-> ilivough on pas-enger time, 1«j « 5'->00 rate 
on a car which takes six and a half days to 
reach Chicago, which is the .‘«stest time mane 
bv the 4 fruit t rain ’ so far, and the actual money 
returns bear them out in their belief. 
'• Then, too, wc must have concessions with 
regard t> earlv shipmcn s of ft nit. Take the 
vicinity of \Y inters. Solano county. 
Parties 
fsHTc ibis season s-nt - •me ten lo.tuirfoeu cars 
before aayeue else had made up* « single car, 
and it was way along in June b»fore a (¡•iin was 
started, while cara were started by the 18th of 
Mav. 
“During all this time cars were going every 
daw but ul no time cou'd a sutlielent number be 
eoihvrtd to take advantage of ttie riilroad oiler 
:if a f 1.5Xi rate for a train of nine ears or over, 
the maximum being thirteen. Should we be 
able to get together ten it would bring this profit 
percar tofU*», but we found it impossible, and 
s.» contented ourselves as best we could and 
paid Sf • », but were determined tbafi‘bcfore 
another year’s crop had to be moved, backed by 
the showing of the amount of fiuit hand'cd by 
the Union, under the exist ng favorable circum­ 
stances. strenuous efforts wuti’d be put forth to 
reduce the freight per car on early shipments, 
and also to divide by two the number of cars 
now required before auy reduction could be 
hail.’’ Mr. Fairbank presents many interesting 
facts to which 1 must ask your attention, and 
therefore append his full letter to my remarks. 
I.. M. Iloit, or Riverside, makes the following 
report as to raisins aud oranges shipped from 
southern California: 
•• Relative to the orange crop I would say, last 
year Riverside shipped004 carloads of 310 boxes 
each; add the balance ol the southern Cali­ 
fornia oranges shipped east ami to San Fran­ 
cisco. 1,700 carloads. The Riverside crop netted 
the grower about 32 per box ou the tree. Fino 
Riverside Navel oranges netted 81 per box on 
the tree during the latter part of the season. 
•‘The raisin crop of Riverside last year was 
115,0X1 boxes, or 115 carloads. 
All the fruit net­ 
ted the grower packed 82 per box. 
The crop of 
the State was close to 450.*¡00 boxes. 
This gives 
this place one-fourth of the crop. 
The coming 
rear the Riverside crop will give us 150,000 
boxes, if we have no bad luck, with. 200,0.1) 
boxes in the county. 
“The coming orange crop is estimated various­ 
ly. It will not he 8* heavy as was supposed last 
winter, but J thiuk it will be a third heavier 
than it was last season, with fully as good 
prices, as Florida will have less than one-half 
its estimated crop of last year before the; 
freeze.” 
t'. W. Reed, of Sacramento, a large fruit­ 
grower and the pioneer shipper, in a letter to 
me says: ‘ The service of the railroad company 
has not grown with the business of shipping 
fruits, and this has been the worst year shippers 
ever had. 
What is needed is passenger time 
trains of ten cars each, and fruit cars to do the 
business with, instead of commou freight or 
cattle cars, which is what the bulk of the fruit 
has been shipped in since large shipments have 
been made.” 
1 had hoped fr> Hiow the results of fruit ship­ 
ments ro<>re fully, but have failed to obtain re­ 
ports. Enough, however, has been given in the 
course of my remarks to convince anyone that 
wo are entering upon the brightest period of our 
history. 
OV RR- PRODUCTION. 
In urging fruit and vine-growing I am con­ 
stantly asked t«» show why we will not soon find 
ourselves with glutted markets und low prices, 
as we arc with wheat. 
It i, not easy to meet these doubts in a mo­ 
ment, an»* dogmatic assertion will n»;t be re­ 
ceived. The e are a few salient, facts which 
satisfy my mind on this point. 
First as to wiucs. The gre81 wine country of 
France mak s Hm.oOO.D») gallons, aud yet im­ 
ports more thaue-he exports, our product lias 
never exceeded. 15,0.0,0»».) gallons, I believe, 
ih e American people have not vet become a 
wine-drinking people; but good cheap wines 
can be made ht re «t a profit. 
Our export trade 
may be large and will be when our wines prove 
the merit th« y possess. 
We .-hall have in the 
future foreign countries os well as nurowii fora 
mark t. Nowherecls-a in the United .States can 
the true wine grape be grown except here. A 
comparison <»t areas adapted to the foreign va­ 
rieties of tabic grapes and the raism grapes, and 
the import and’export trade und consumption 
bring similar results. Unlike wheat, the wine 
area is not enlarging. I submit lbr considera­ 
tion u concise statement by Mr. Whet more. 
Chief Vitieultural Officer, of the wants of the 
wiue industry. 
Second, as to fruits. We grow many varieties 
of desirable fruits not elsewhere produced. Ot 
all varieties wb produce them more surely and 
of better qua ity and greater quantity to the 
acre 
The market for green fruits in the United 
States 
is 
immense, 
and 
constantly 
in­ 
creasing, and the 
region for growing is 
limited. 
Experience 
has 
rhovvn 
profit 
in the business. Only small portions of the 
East have yc-t tasted our fruit; the completion 
of the railroad to Oregon opens a new ami vast 
area north and east.on the frozen and non-fruit- 
producing parallels: the trnnsportatfon compa­ 
nies arc gradually meeting the demands of this 
businc-s: t auuing and exjiorting piocesses ab­ 
sorb the surplus, ur.d when preperly done a»-c 
profitable to the canner. 
The reasons could be 
greatly augmented. 
Our best-informed fruit 
and winegrowers all concur in the opinion Hint 
our w ho e area of fruit land under cultivation 
would not bring us to over-production. 
If they 
thought otherwise, self-interest would lead them 
to call a halt. 
1 am. therefore, forced to con­ 
clude that we have no tear in this direction. 
STOCK INTERF,-TS. 
There are many other topics bearing upon our 
resources which I would like to dwell upon; 
among which—and an important one—is the 
stock-grow ing interest, especially in its relation 
to .-mail farming. We have an erroneous notion 
that a farmer cannot raise stock unless he has 
large ranges aud large farms. The State of Ohio 
ruis-s le.-s wool and gets inore money for it than 
we do. She does it iu small flocks aud on small 
farms. 
We are making a proud record with our 
high bred horses. Without doubt, our climate, 
soil and feed will produce the highest types of 
all classes; but we need reformed methods here 
as in other departments, ami we snould encour­ 
age st' . k-gtowing as a part of our diversified 
farming oi the future. 


SOME SUGGESTIONS IN CONCLUSION. 
There is much in the present condition of all 
our Industries, and greatly more iu the :uture 
outlook that is calculat-d'to inspire hope. Some 
good, indeed, will come from our adversities. 
The nickle has come to stay, and with it has 
come a sense of the value of small things, and 
a necessity for greater economy in methods and 
personal indulgences. No country ever became 
permanently solvent and prosj»erous that re­ 
jected a penny as a measure of value ; we must 
yet come to that, 
France and Italy use the 
centime—the filth of one cent—and transactions 
are brought down to this particularitv. Hereto­ 
fore an average California boy would not dis­ 
mount from his horse to pick up a nickle: the 
farmer returning homo would not get off his 
wagon to save a grain sack dropped iu the road : 
they will do it now. It heeanonlv be persuaded 
to keep his small change aud not spend it at the 
saloons, he will have made a long stride to­ 
wards solvency and competence. 
Not one sack of wheat should ever go out of 
our state: our surplus should go in flour, leav­ 
ing the bran and middlings behind for our stock 
and to sm back to the soil. If Minnesota can ao 
this, why not we? Bran to feed cows goes 
from San Francisco to Ited Bluff. What a com­ 
mentary. 
This Society, under its organization, has for 
its objects: To encourage the cultivation of 
the soil and the general development of all the 
agricultural resources of this State: to footer 
every brauch 
of 
mechanical and house­ 
hold' arts calculated to increase the hap­ 
piness of house, 
life: to extend and 
fa­ 
cilitate the various branches of mining and min­ 
ing interests. 
In perusing your annual reports I do not find 
that scope of* treatment of these various sub- 
jectl contemplated by your Constitution. I ven­ 
ture to suggest that each year there should be 
procured from competent sources papers care­ 


fully prepared, setting forth the present state 
and condition of special industries with all at­ 
tainable statistics. Your annual report should 
be a compendium of facts relating to all matters 
in your fostering care. The great difficulty I 
have exDtrienced in fortifying or establishing 
any fact bearing upon our resources and their 
proper development lias made this suggestion 
seem to me ot great importance. 
With a wider scope to your rej»orts comes the 
demand for greater appropriations to carry out 
your useful purpose, aud a wider distribution of 
the valuable material vou are annually gather­ 
ing. Every farmer and fruit grower in the State 
should have these annual reports on his shelf. 
It these papers should crowd out or compel you 
t<> condense the detailed reports of premium 
list.- and rac es, there would be no great loss. 
1 am not a Prohibitionist, and l»o!d to no very 
austere notions on the temperance question. 1 
am not h shouting Evangelist, nor yet, I fear, 
even a good <.*hristian; but. as hearing directly 
upon the future welfare of this people, I cannot 
be blind or indifferent to the debasing influence 
of the unrestricted liquor traffic and the prac ­ 
tical abolition of the .Sabbath as u day of rest 
aud worship. We showed ourselves wanting in 
auy high degree oí civilization when we failed 
to enforce the Sunday law, out we removed all 
doubt of the fact when v. e repealed the law. 
I am not here to moraljze on these subjects; 
it would be inappropriate—possibly indelicate : 
but as bearing directly upon our desire to mul­ 
tiply our population aud increase the number of 
homes; as bearing directly upon the class of 
peoide-we invite to come among us; fis bearing 
directly upon the elevation and amelioration 
of the condition of those already here, is it not 
a matter of Dressing concern to us all? The 
farmers and laboring clashes are the chief .suf­ 
ferer- from a low state of morals cud habits; 
and‘it has seemed tom e that the members ot 
this Society cannot permit themselves to be iu- 
difforent to influences which, all must concede, 
aie greatly aud seriously retarding our progress. 


I,ELAND STANFORD JR. UNIVERSITY. 
Much as has been done to develop the won­ 
derful und varied resources of this favored land 
of ours, there is one noble contribution which 
should kindle n .- use of pride in the heart of 
every Californian, as it h»is challenged the ad­ 
miration of mankind throughout tue civilized 
world.

may fake fresh hope that « higher 
plane of knowledge is soon to be opened tohim ; 
that liis s ns m aybe InÜhcted into the higher 
walks »»( ids «'¡tiling and be made to led that ft 
man is to be valued iu nreforlli—in this .State at 
least, and we may well hope everywhere—iu 
proportion to the practical utility of his knowl­ 
edge, and in revio with his personal and direct 
usefulness in li e. 
Tii'- i> to be the crouniug glory of agriculture 
in UalitornH. as it is rlre »rowning glory ot a 
phenomenally successful career.
